This difference of Opinion, in the basic question of govern j 


ment spending and hence of taxation, presents many inteiesting 
questions. 
One of them, of course, is purely political. That is the divi­ 


It is striking that 
the House is solidly behind a program in which the Senate is so 
were also at the meet- uncertain and badly split.

result, in the course of which many Presidential hopefuls may 
receive painful scars.

But in the Senate the situation 
is different. The margin is close at best, and a split in the Re 
publican membership throws the balance of power to the Demo 
cratic faction.

Southern Democrats, against the votes of many Republican 
members. 
In its broader aspects, the situation may be said to be one in
